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The End of Radio Americas? 
By G.P. Nelson 


"Now, if an accredited member of the press, of known repute, did visit 
Swan Island and determined that both XMTRs were indeed operating 

there, this is a major breakthrough and there can be no further 

dispute about the present location of Radio Americas... If a reporter 

has visited Swan Island, this is the most mpublicized scoop in the . 
history of journalism. So far as I know, it has not been carried by 

any of the news services and the story has definitely not been reprinted 
in any of the club bulletins." (C.M. Stanbury, in the May 4th IRCA DXWw ) 


Beginning with C.i, Stanbury's original announcement in Electronics Illustrated 
some four years ago to the effect that Radio Americas was not located on Swan 
Island (based on his "Fraud Finder" results), the "Radio Americas Controversy" has 

tinued to flourish as the most artificial and overblown issue ever to hit the 
aobby. While the "mystery" of the location of Radio Americas has continued to 

1 magazines and articles in the popular electronics press for the benefit of a 

iful of publishers and authors, almost 100% of the world's DX clubs and 

lications have accepted the fact that Radio Americas was, and always has been, 

t where they'vo said they were - on Swan Island. The evidence for the Swan Island 
location has been quite convincing: the extensive direction-finding study made for 
ANARC by Jack Keene and the author; Don Jensen's exhaustive journalistic research 
on the subject; the color aerial photographs supplied by Radio Americas; the highly 
detailed Coast and Geodetic map of Swan which matched up rock-by-rock with the 
photos; etc. 


It's then particularly amusing that, almost to the day, one of the hobby's 
most poorly kept "secrets" should hit the stands at the same time that Radio 
fmericas ceased operations: that Mlectronics Illustrated, the same magazine that 
supplied the national platform for the "controversy, financed and carried out an 
actual visit to Swan Island. ‘The whole story, complete with photographs of EI 
author Tom Kneitel and Kditor Bob Beason on Swan Island, appears in the July issue 
of EI now on the stands. It's an interesting and amusing article and we recommend 
it to anyone who wants to see the "Radio Americas Controversy" laid to rest once and 
for all. 


A couple of interesting points are raised by this latest article: that the 
color photographs supplied by Radio Americas three years ago match the installation 
photographed by EI in all details, and that the airfield on the island is just 
barely adequate for a DC+3 at best. The present installation has thus been there 
for at least three years - and regular DF measurements during that time fail to show 
any deviations that could be due to another transmitter in parallel at another 
lovation. It then seems incontestable that Radio Americas has indeed been operating 
from Swan for a long period of time ~ dating back almost to the time of the gsénesis 
of the "controversy". 


Two years ago, in a personal letter to C.M. Stanbury about Americas (and quoted 
by him in the 1/67 issue of BI), I said "futher unsupported speculation on your 
part can only further damage your credibility." And we think it's still an apt 
sentiment. -30-
